THE: MATER'AL UNIVERSE 


BY GEO. A. LY M AN . 
II. 
In passing bey o nd the lim its o f the so ­ 
lar sy stem to surv ey the star-depths as­ 
tro no mers take as their chief g uide the 
fact, that seen from the nearest fix ed star 


p arts; the greatest disp lacement of the 
star ¡Siriu s, (su p p osed to be the nearest, 
excep t two, of the stars) is equ al to one 
of these minu te p ortions. 
Siriu s, in fact 
ap p ears to circle arou nd a minu te oval 
p ath in the heaven?, having for its long­ 
est diameter a sp ace equ al to abou t the 
five thou sandth p art of the moon’s diam­ 
eter. 
Now this signifies that as seen from 
Siriu s the whole sp an of the earth’s 
orbit—thou gh u p wards of one hu ndred 
and eighty-five millions of miles in ex­ 
t e n t - w o u l d be redu ced to abou t the five 
thou sandth p art of the moon's ap p arent 
diameter. 
It follows that, as seen from 
the earth, a globe one hu ndred and eighty- 
five millions miles in diameter, at tbedis 
tance of .Siriu s, wou ld be so redu ced as to 
have an ap p arent diameter equ al to only 
abou t the five thou sandth p art of the 
moon’s diameter. 
Astronomers assigned to Siriu s a diam ­ 
eter exceeding ou r su n s, of from ten to 
twenty times, and 
ere fore a volu me or 
bu lk exceeding his by from one thou sand 
to eight thou sand times; it wou ld follow* 
therefore, that, as seen from the earth, 
Siriu s has an ap p arent diameter equ al to 
or less than the one hu ndred thou sandth 
p art of 
the 
m oon’s 
diameter; and 
no telescop e in existence cou lds 
how 
so minnte a diameter as a real meas­ 
u rable qu antity. 
In the most p owerfu l 
telescop e Siriu s ap p ears a little more than 
a mere p oint of light; and these ap p arent 
dimensions, as of a disc, are not real, bu t 
merely op tical. 
In fact, the more p ower­ 
fu l and p erfect the telescop e the# smaller 
does Siriu s ap p ear, thou gh its light is 
greatly increased. 
Sir William Hcrschel 
tells u s that “ when Siriu s was abou t to 
enter the field of view of his forty feet 
reflector, the light resembled that which 
annou nces the ap p roach of su nrise,” and 
when the field of view was fairly entered 
“ the star ap p eared in all the sp lendor of 
the rising su n, so that it was imp ossible 
to behold it withou t p ain to the eye.” 
It 
is said that in the great Rosso, telescop e 
Siriu s blazes with an even greater .sp len­ 
dor; yet neither of these instru ments can 
raise a disc on the star. 


Tremendou s ■ 
are the dimensions of 
the solar system, the widest sweep of the 
p lanetary orbs sinks into insignificance 
comp ared with the distances which sep a 
rate u s *.om even the nearest of the fixed 
stars. 
Even the immense orbit of N ep ­ 
tu ne, thou gh thirty and one-half times 
wider than that of the earth, is barely 
more than su fficient to p rodu ce a sensible 
disp lacement of even the nearest star. 
A 
su n filling the whole o ibito f Nep tu ne 
wou ld ap p ear, as seen from Alp ha Cen- 
taoH, bu t abou t one-thirteenth as large as 
the su n ap p ears to u s. 
Making u se of the 
scale fu rnished by 11« rsehel, in which the 
earth’s distance from the su n is redu ced 
to two hu ndred and fifteen feet, and the 
distance of Nep tu ne to one and one-qu ar 
ter miles, we find that Alp ha of the Cen­ 
tau r mu st be rep resented at a distance of 
nearly nine thou sand miles, and Siriu s at 
a distance of nearly forty live thou sand 
miles. 


Bu t that sea’e if distances are too large 
for easy comp rehension let u s make u se i 
of a smaller scale of ou r own. 
Imagine I 
a “ well-leveled” floor, on it we will p lace I 
a small-sized shot one tenth of an inch in 
diameter to rep resent the su n; the earth 
will be rep resented by a microscop ic p oint 
abou t ten and one-half inches distant on 
a circle whose diameter is twenty-one 
inches; .Nep tu ne, a p oint on a circle, 
twenty-seven 
feet 
distant; the other 
p lanets at their resp ective distances: the 


of the moon's ap p arent diameter, modern 
astronomer cou ld assu re themselves of 
the change of p lace. 
These facts are at once the most strik­ 
ing and the simp lest evidence we have of 
the cfiormou s scale on which the sidereal 
svstem is constru cted. 
And yet these 
tiivl obviou s facts almost sink into insig­ 
nificance if we give fu rther rein to the 
imagination. 
Wo have considered two 
| stars among the nearest to u s; bu t there 
are myriads of stars lying at su ch im­ 
mense distances away that Alp ha Cen* 
tau ri and Sir ins seem by comp arison like 
near neighbors.
